To Make 
Home Here

“After more than two years 
patiently awaiting the completion 
of necessary papers, we are fin- 
ally in America and happy’’, Mr. 
and Mrs. Wilhelm Standfuss ex- 
claimed as they sat in the home 
of a cousin of Mrs. Standfuss, 
Mrs. C. S. Stowell of 324 Green- 
tree Rd. 

Mr. Standfuss, a painter and 
decorator, told the story of their 
anxious months in West Berlin 
where they awaited final clear- 
ance to leave to make their 
home here.

He add- 
ed that’had he preferred a heavy 
soled pair they would have cost 
about $50. Eggs, werefour for one 
mark and hamburger of a mixed 
grade containing about half pork 
sold for 2 marks per pound. These 
costs the couple compared with 
his hourly wage of about 52 cents 
an hour.

Citrus shipments resulted in 
Payments to local growers of 
$5,829,970.26 for the 1955 crop of 
oranges, lemons and grapefruit, 
according to figures revealed at 
the annual meting of the On- 
tario-Cucamonga Fruit Ex 
change. 

Lemon shipments represented 
73 percent of the total, Harry B. 
Harlow, secretary-manager, re- 
ported at the 58th annual mete 
ing of the local office of the Sun- 
kist Growers, Inc. on Friday. 

Total of 2.665 carloads of cit« 
rus fruit of all varieties was sent 
to markets throughout the world. 

Glenn Shepherd, Etiwanda, was 
elected president of the local or- 
ganization, commonly known as 
the ‘“O-K’”? exchange. Other of. 
ficers are Warren H. Wass, first 
vice president; A. L, Stevens, 
second vice president; Mr. Har« 
low, secretary-treasurer; Clyde S, 
Duncan, asistant secretary-trea- 
surer and W. E. Carter, eashier. 
Besides the president and vice 
presidents, the directors are Har« 
old S. Stewart, Paul Schowalter, 
A. J. Nielsen and Leslie A, Wars 
ren, the latter being of Glendora 
and a newly elected director. 

Concerning the local production, 
Mr. Harlow observed: ‘We suf. 
fered quite severely from the ele« 
ments of ‘the weather. ‘The 
storm on Dec. 27, 1954, while not 
comparing with the one of the 
previous year, was violent enough 
to cause us considerable loss 
both in fruit and in grade on all 
varieties.’’ 

Incidentally, Mr. Harlow made

;in 1913 and has served continu- 
ously as local secretary-manag- 
er, with the exception of five 
years when he was in the Los 
Angeles office of the Sunkist or- 
ganization, 

By varieties, citrus shipments 
were made up as follows: navels 


and miscellaneous varieties of 
oranges, 450 cars: valencia or- 
anges, 165 cars; grapefruit, 93 


cars and lemons, 1,950 cars, 

The income of $5,892,970 was 
for fresh fruit only and does not 
include returns from the orange 
and lemon by-products, 

Total citrus production in the 
| United States was 393,700 car- 
loads as compared with 404,500 
cars a year ago. Mr. Harlow re- 
ported California-Arizona produc- 
tion of oranges showed an in- 
crease of 14,500 cars while Flor- 
ida showed a decrease of 5,600 
cars. Texas production jumped 
from 800 cars a year ago to 3,000 
cars of oranges during the past 
season.

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Juvenile Officer Cannot Bring 
Full Solution to Problem Here 


Members of the Upland city council have been asked to 
employ a full-time juvenile officer. We presume this request 
is for an additional personnel for the police department. 

The request from the presidents and other members of 
the four Parent-Teacher Assns. in Upland was presented at a 
community meeting here Monday night. It is scheduled to get 
consideration of the councilmen tonight. 

Coming as it does from one of the most active and finest 
groups in Upland, the request will receive very serious con- 
sideration by the councilmen. 

We are not challenging the request. We are merely sug- 
gesting deliberate action and perhaps better use of the pres- 
ent personnel in the police department. 

Every resident is vitallly concerned with the problems in 
this growing community. An increase in the number of chil- 
dren, of course, presents problems of school housing, of recre- 
ation and of counselling. The problems must be met, 

A few months ago, Police Chief Ralph H. Palmer said the 
problem was not severe. He has apparently changed his mind 
in the last three months. That being the case, the matter might 
rest more properly in reassignment of duties to enable one. of 
the present officers to serve full time, if need be, as “juvenile 
officer.” At present, one of the. policemen carries the title of 
“juvenile officer,” but is not permitted sufficient time to ade- 
quately meet the problem: One of the qualifications of the offi- 
cer is to be able to speak Spanish, according to Mr, Palmer. 

The police force now includes one more patrolman than 
it did earlier in the year. This brings the personnel to a num- 
ber that is in excess of the per 1,000-population average in 
other cities in the state. 

So, as to the number of officers available to him, Chief 
Palmer has as many as his brother chiefs in other cities, 

. Furthermore, addition of one more man to the depart- 
ment, is not in itself going to necessarily “solve” the local 
problem concerning youngsters. 

The community needs additional recreational facilities, 
Availability of the new Upland high school gymnasium and 
athletic field will be a help. 

One of the most essential factors, 
leadership. That is lacking. More Scout troops and more base- 
ball teams could be maintained here — if there were enough 
adults willing to participate as leaders, 

Perhaps there is no question about the need for more 
guidance and leadership among our young people. The 
P-T A. is to be commended for bringing it to the forefront. 
We doubt, however, if the magic- solution can be found 
through the mere addition of another person to the police de- 
partment as it is at present being maintained. 

Frequently when there is a “juvenile” problem in one 
family there is an “adult” problem in the same family. Par- 
ticipation in sponsorship of a family counselling center might 


be one timely approach to the long-range solution of the 
growing problem.

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Monday night’s meeting be- 
tween city officials and leaders 
of civic units dealing with youth 
problems can be the start of a 
great thing, 

The feeling that a youth coun- 
selor would be of greater value 
to Upland than a juvenile officer 
has a lot of merit. Penologists 
have been working for years on 
the theory of crime prevention 
to make crime detection unneces- 
sary. 

A juvenile counselor might not 
be rated as a crime prevention 
official in the strictest sense, but 
he could do much to direct youth- 
ful energy in proper channels. 

The late L. C. Oberlies, of 
Lincoln, Nebr., who specialized 
in youth work, and who was a 
favorite speaker at youth meet- 
ings, used to say a boy was 99 
percent energy and one percent 
brains, 

This, he knew, was an exag- 
geration and so do thinking peo- 
ple today. But he used this figure 
to show how important proper 
direction of this youthful energy 
is in moulding youth. 

Upland has been fortunate in 
maintaining a low rate of juven- 
ile offenses. That the number of 
offenses is showing an increase 
is not startling. The city is grow- 
ing every day and new families 
are arriving regularly. The num- 
ber of offenses will become start- 
ling only when they outstrip the 
ratio of offenses to population 
throughout past years. 

Juvenile offenders we have al- 
ways had and they will continue 
for years to come. There must 
be an officer to handle these 
youngsters who have forced di- 
rection to be imposed upon them. 
But in most of the minor offenses 
a counselor would work out a 
better solution. 

Not long ago two mothers, and 
their sons, the boys were about 
were seated on a bench in 
front of the counter at the police 
Station waiting to see the juvenile 
officer. 

He was closeted in the inter- 
rogation room with another moth- 
er and son. The police chief’s 
office was in use and the city 
hall offices were closed 

It was early in the evening, 
but not too early for the police 
to wheel up in a patrol car with 
an intoxicated woman. She was 
wild, profane and considerably 
bedraggled. She expressed her 
opinion of police with profane 
punctuations that would have 
made a seafaring gentleman 
blush. 

These two 12-year-olds took in 
the whole show. The police wer- 
en’t at fault. Upland’s police 
facilities are such that mothers 
and sons required to report to 
the juvenile officer must use this 
only bench as a waiting accom- 
modation.

SCHOOL BOUNDARY 


On Jan. 13 the registered voters 
of Upland annex four wi!] be 
called upon to vote on a proposal 
to change from the Ontario school 
district to the Upland school dis- 
trict. 

I would like to bring to you 


two factors of considerable im-|. 


portance. 

The first is a matter concern- 
ing which a great deal of mis- 
information is currently being 
circulated. This concerns the 
bonded indebtedness. According 
to law, should the transfer take 
place, the taxpayers of annex 
four would still be liable for their 
portion of the present bonded in- 
debtednes in the Ontario dis- 
trict. We would not assume any 
current bonded indebtness of the 
Upland district ‘but would as- 
sume only our rightful share of 
any new bonds passed after we 
were part of the Upland school 
district. 

Those opposing this move say 
we will be paying’ double taxes 


and that we will be getting noth-| |! 


ing for our Ontario school bonds. 
It is true that we will be paying 
for a ‘‘dead horse” as it were, 
on the Ontario school bonds. Our 
opponents fail to mention, how- 
ever, that we will be using the 
Upland facilities without paying 
for the bonds which provided 
them. The only bonds we would 
pay in Upland are those which 
we ourselvés would vote on. To 
quote Allan §. Barr, president of 
the Upland school board, “It’s 
six of one and half a:dozen of 
another. The effect on taxes prob- 
ably would be negligible’. 

The proponents of this move 
realize that there will be prob- 
lems in making the transfer, but 
temporary adjustments will be 
more than offset by the long term 
advantages.

venile offenders is expensive and 
wasteful compared with preven- 
tion. The cost of maintaining one 
boy at Verdemont ranch last year 
was about $180 a month. We 
firmly believe that a full time, 
adequately trained juvenile of- 
ficer can save our youth from 
serious trouble and the taxpayer 
unnecessary expense. 

“Competent authorities tell us 
that a juvenile officer should be 
a dedicated man who has been 
given the opportunity of training 
in his specialized field. He should 
have no other ‘assginments. He 
should work in plain clothes and 
have the widest lattitude in dis- 
posing of cases involving juven- 
iles. His purpose is to keep 
youngsters from having a record. 
His work is human relations and 
public relations which bring re- 
spect for law and order — some- 
times acting as a parent for 
youngsters in trouble who lack 
good homes. 

“It is a big job and an im- 
portant one. We feel that Upland 
should have an adequately train- 
ed full time juvenile officer.’”’ 

At conclusion of his reading 
of the statement almost every 
person in attendance stood up to 
give approval to his request. 
MANY SPEAK 

Various persons in attendance 
spoke, including Police Chief 
Ralph Palmer, who emphasized 
the need for a full-time juvenile 
officer. Donald E. Carr, head of 
the city council police committe, 
expressed a negative adtitude on 
the niatter, he said primarily for 
discussion. 

Asked by Mr. Haldeman as the 
cause of juvenile trouble, Mr. 
Palmer said it was a “feeling 
of suspense and_ uncertantiy 
among the older boys and idle- 
ness among the ten-agers.”’ 

Mayor Stone said he would 
rather use the term ‘‘youth di- 
rector’’ than juvenile officer and 
have him work independently 
of the police department. 

Relative to this matter, Donald 
Shattuck, school ps y chologist 
and Alexander McLeish, Upland 
high school principal, said the 
term ‘‘juvenile officer’? was fa- 
vored due to its implication of 
authority and the respect for 
law. 

Arthur G. Turner, 933 N. Sec- 
ond Ave., said the ‘important 
thing is not the name but the 
duties and service rendered’’. 





Then he added "it, is a fallacy |, 


to depend upon one individual to 
solve the problem’’. He recited 
that in his. former hometown, 
a youth committee was formed 
to plan and direct recreational 
activities.
